To  the  Hoaorable  Mayor  and  Commissioners,  Village  of  Forest  Park,  Chicago, 
Illinois: 

Dear  Sirs:  In  liccordance  with  instructions  received  from  tht  Commissioner  of 
Accounts  and  Finance,  we  have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Village  Treasurer  and 
the  Village  CoUcctor-Clerk  of  the  Village  of  Forest  Park  for  the  year  ended  April 
30,  1921,  and  now  submit  our  report  thereon,  together  with  the  following  statements:

Village  Collector-Clerk: 

Cash  Collections,  year  ended  April  30,  1921. 
Vehicle  Licenses — In  connection  with  revenue  from  Vehicle  Licenses,  we  desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  law  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  which  reads  in  part  as  fol- 
lows : 

"That  any  city,  village,  or  incorporated  tow,n  of  this  state,  incorporated 
under  any  special  law  of  this  state,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
by  ordinance  to  direct,  license  and  control  all  wagons  and  other  vehicles 
conveying  loads  within  the  city  or  village,  or  any  particular  class  of 
such  wagons  and  other  vehicles,  and  prescribe  the  width  and  tire  of  the 
same,  the  license  fee  when  collected  to  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund  and 
used  only  for  paying  the  cost  and  expense  of  street  or  alley  improve- 
ment or  repair."  (Kurd's  Revised  Statutes,  Illinois,  1919,  Chapter  24, 
Paragraph  768.). 

Heretofore,  all  revenue  from  vehicle  licenses,  and  all  disbursements  for  street 
or  alley  improvements  have  been  handled  through  the  "General  Fund"  account.  We 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  separate  fund  be  established  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  State  Law.  We  also  would  suggest  that  vehicle  license  revenue 
collected  since  June  28,  1913,  the  date  this  law  became  effective,  and  disbursements 
during  this  period  for  paying  the  cost  and  expense  of  street  or  alley  improvement  or 
repair  be  transferred  from  the  General  Fund  Account  to  the  Vehicle  License  Fund 
Account.  This  may  be  done  in  yearly  totals  and  the  balance  in  the  Vehicle  License 
Fund  Account  will  indicate  the  amount  by  which  the  fund  has  been  over  or  under 
expended. 

General  Fund — Our  examinatioji  of  the  General  Fund  showed  that  receipts  from 
all  sources  were  properly  accounted  for  and  all  disbursements  were  supported  by 
regularly  and  properly  approved  vouchers. 
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Disbursements  for  redemption  of  Municipal  Building  Bonds  and  interest  thereon 
disbursed  during  the  3'"ear  were  as  follows:

All  canceled  bonds  and  interest  coupons  were  examined  by  us  with  the  excep- 
tion of  interest  coupon  No.  12  of  bond  No.  41,  amounting  to  $12.50,  which  had  not 
been  presented  to  the  bank  for  payment. 

Special  Assessment  Fund— All  cash  receipts  from  the  Village  Collector  and 
County  Treasurer  were  found  to  have  been  duly  deposited  in  bank. 

All  disbursements!  were  supported  by  canceled  bonds,  vouchers  and  interest 
coupons  on  file  with  the  exception  of  an  item  of  $85.00  represented  by  a  check 
issued  May  19,  1920,  to  the  Forest  Park  State  Bank,  which  could  not  be  identified. 
This  item  has  been  charged  to  a  miscellaneous  account  in  the  assessment  ledger 
pending  the  future  identification  thereof. 

The  difference  of  $119.87  between  the  bank  balance  and  the  controlling  account 
balance  at  April  30,  1920,  as  mentioned  in  our  previous  report  was  adjusted  by  us, 
thereby  bringing  the  controlling  account,  amounting  to  $26,287.26  at  April  30,  1921, 
into  reconcilement  with  the  corresponding  bank  balance. 

Village  Collector-Clerk — Revenue  from  licenses,  permits,  taxes  and  miscel- 
laneous sources  was  found  to  have  been  correctly  recorded  and  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  Village  Treasurer. 

The  outstanding  accounts  covering  water  service  were  verified  and  the  total 
thereof  was  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  general  ledger  controlling  account. 

The  operation  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  period  ended  April  30,  1921,  may 
be  summarized  as  follows:

COUNCIL  MEETINGS 

The -Council  of  the  Village  of  Forest  Park  convened  on  fifty-eight  (58)  different 
occasions,  all  of  which  were  regular,  meetings. 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  LOCAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Board  of  Local  Improvements  of  the  Village  of  Forest  Park  convened  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  various  improvements,  including  street,  sewer  and  water,  etc., 
on  twenty-six  (26)  occasions  during  the_  past  fiscal  year   ending  April  30,  1921. 
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BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION 
Three  hundred  and  four  building  permits  were  issued  for  the  erection  and  con- 
struction of  various  buildings,  inchiding  repairs,  alterations,  additions,  etc.;  ihe  total 
approximate  estimated  cost  of  said  building  construction  amounts  to  $365,209. 

BURIAL  PERMITS  ISSUED 
One  hundred  and  four  (104)  burial  permits  were  issued  by  the  registrar  for  the 
interment  of  persons  who  died  within  the  Village  of  Forest  Park  during  the  municipal 
fiscal  year  past,  ending  April  30,  1921,  amount  which  were  43  males,  45  females  and 
15  infants. 

BIRTHS 

One  hundred  and  eleven  (111)  ])irth  certificates  were  received  and  recorded  of 
record  during  the  past  municipal  year  ending  April  30,  1921. 

ORDINANCES  PASSED 
Twenty-two  ordinances  w^ere  passed  and  enacted  into  law  by  the  Council  of  the 
Village  of  Forest  Park,  which  are  as  follows : 

No.  608 — An  ordinance  amending  section' one  of  an  ordinance  to  increase  dog  licenses 
and  pertaining  to  owning,  harboring  or  keeping  dogs  within  limits  of  the  Village  of 
Forest  Park.    Passed  by  the  Council  May  7,  1920. 

No.  609 — An  ordinance  amending  an  ordinance  concerning  moving  picture  shows  and 
licensing  the  same,  entitled  "An  ordinance  regarding  moving  picture  shows  and 
other  theaters  and  providing  for  the  rnanner  of  construction,  maintenance  and  li- 
censing of  the  same.    Passed  by  the  Council  May  10,  1920.

To  the  Honorable  MaNor  and  Commissioners  of  Forest  Park : 

Under  an  amendment  to  the  Statute  on  Libraries  approved  May  10,  1919,  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  the  library  board  to  file  with  you  a  report  at  the  end  of  the  village 
fiscal  year.  Under  these  circumstances  this  report  covers  the  period  from  April  30, 
1920,  to  April  30,  1921. 

CIRCULATION  :  It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  in  circulation 
from  28,779  to  34,295;  have  added  738  new  volumes,  and  also  an  increase  of  borrowers 
of  317,  making  a  total  number  of  2,262  borrowers. 

IMPROVEMENTS  :  Being  crowded  for  shelf  room  it  became  necessary  to  add  a 
number  of  new  shelves.    Four  new  magazines  have  been  added  to  the  rack. 

GIFTS  :  Rental  collection  began  November,  1919,  with  a  donation  of  twenty  books, 
the  proceeds  from  which  have  paid  for  ninety  books,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  books  added  by  this  means ;  seventy-five  have  been  donated  by  individuals. 

REFERENCE  DEPT. :  Many  reference  books  have  been  added  to  the  Reference 
Department  to  be  used  by  grammar  and  high  school  pupils. 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT:  Through  the  year  the  librarian  has  held  a  num- 
ber of  story  hours,  which  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  children,  with  the  average  at- 
tendance of  forty  children.  November  13-20,  1920,  was  children  book  week  to  encourage 
the  love  of  books  among  children,  and  the  discussion  of  children  reading  in  our  comuni- 
ties  by  librarians,  booksellers,  women's  clubs  and  all  others  interested  in  boys  and  girls. 
Books  exhibited  at  the  library  were  recommended  as  gifts  for  children  of  all  ages.  The 
book  week  was  well  attended  and  children's  circulation  was  increased.
